| WASHINGTON, March 30. 
RESIDENT WILSON was so

MAKE NEW FOUNTAIN DESIGN 


Committee Decides That Sculpture for Library 
Fountain Must Be Horizontal and Conform 
to Its Surroundings.

Miss Nancy Coonsman’s sculpture de- 
sign for the fountain in the sunken gar- 
den behind the Central Public Library, 
which consisted of two nude figures of 


girls, will not be accepted, it was learned 
Monday, but Miss Coonsman will pre- 
pare a new design. She 
Tuesday on this matter with Park Com- 
missioner Davis, George E. Kessler and 
Victor Holm, the last named represent- 
ing the St. Louis Union Trust Co., cus- 
todian .of the $4000 fund for. the foun- 


| tain. 


The lack of drapery. on the figures in 
the fountain design was not considered, 
according to one of those responsible 
for the acceptance and installation of a 
design, who announced the decision. The 
objection to the figures, he said, was 
that they were in a vertical position, 
while a horizontal design was reyuired 
to fit the surroundings. The new de- 
sign to be made by Miss Coonsman will 
be on horizontal lines, he said. 

Design Must Be Formal. 

“In the first place,” he said, ‘‘any de- 
sign that would be considered suitable 
for the sunken garden. must harmonize 
with the physical surroundings. This 
would require that the design be formal 
and balanced, on account of the conven- 
tional lines on which the garden is laid 
out.

“Next, the design must be low, instead 
of having height. Everything in the 
garden accentuates the fact that it is a 
sunken garden. For instance, no shrub- 
bery is used, and no trees, and the flow- 
er beds are sunken, not raised. On the 
other hand, the surrounding streets are 
higher than the garden surface. 

“The design to fit in with these condi- 
tions must be on horizonal lines, not 
vertical. The figures, if figures are used, 
must be in reclining posture. 

“Now, obviously, Miss Coonsman’s de- 
sign does not meet these requirements, 
but it hag fulfilled its purpose, which 
was the selection of a sculptress. 


Will Have All Time She Needs. 

‘‘Miss Coonsman will now model a de- 
sign in accordance with these sugges- 
tions. She will have all the tinie she 
needs to do it in.” 

Until after Miss Coonsman’s winning 
design had been made public, nothing 
was said by anyone in charge to indicate 
that the contest was to select-merely a 
designer and hot a design. This ex- 
planation was made after the design 
had caused some criticism. Resolutions 
passed by the Woman's Protective 
League condemned the design for out- 
dgor use, but asked that ‘‘the talented 
young sculptress’”’ be instructed to make 
a new design. This was, in effect, what 
has since. been done.

CLARKE 2 AHEAD 


IN CLOSE CONTEST 
FOR SENATORSHIP 


Legal Fight Said to Be Inevit- 
able Over Arkansas 
Nomination, 


pareve ROCK, Ark. March 90.—Ad- 
ditional returns today temporarily put 
United States Senator James P. Clarke 
in the lead in his contest for renomins- 
tion with William F.. Kirby, Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. At day- 
light Kirby was:eight votes ahead, but 
returns from one township wiped out 
this lead and put Clarke two ahead. 

The county committees met today to 
canvass the vote cast in the primary last 
Wednesday, though each county has five 
days in which to make the returns. 
More than 131,000 votes already have 
been reported. This is the largest vote 
in the history of the State. There ar2 
said to be 10,000 votes unreported. Th2 
State has 150,000 voters. 

A contest is said to be inevitable, ‘and 
probable will be taken up by the Demo 
cratic State Committee, which will meet 
here Monday. The defeated man may 
appeal to the State convention. 

Clarke maintains he will win by 200) 
and Kirby is certain he will have 10M 
majority. 

The official returns also will be re- 
quired to determine at least one of the 
three congressional contests. In the 
Second District, Representative W. A. 
Oldfield seems assured of renomination 
and in the Seventh, W. 8. Goodwin is 
well in the lead. 

In the third, however, the race is close 
between. John N. Tillman of Fayette- 
ville, former president of the University 
of Kansas, and Claude Fuller of Eureka 
Springs. Six candidates entered the pri- 
mary in the Third District.

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QUACK BOOK TELLS | 
HOW TO DIAGNOSE 
A MAN'S FINANCES 


Exhaustive Directions to ‘‘Doc- 
tors’ Found by Federal Of- 
ficers in Raid. 


“FIRST, BE PLEASANT” 


“l Love Punch,’ Code Used to 
Tell Allied Druggist How 
Much to Charge. 


—— 


A set of instructions to quack doctors, 
telling them how to get the greatest 
Possible amount of money from the 
largest possible number of patients, wa3 
found by United States postoffice in- 
spectors in a recent raid on the office 
of a downtown medica! concern, whose 
proprietors were arrested on charges of 
using the mails to defraud. 

Inspector Wynne, who has the cases 
in charge, said Monday that the instruc- 
tions were typewritten, on letter paper of 
the raided establishment, as if for the 
instruction of men whom it might em- 
ploy to diagnose the physical, and, more 
particularly, the financial condition of 
callers. The matter throughout reads 
as if it were written as a general man- 
ual of advice to fake physicians. 


Will Be Used as Evidence. 
It will be used in the trial of the ac- 


methoda. 

The instructions are devoted almost 
entirely to methods of getting money 
quickly and certainly. One of the most 
novel features of the instructions is 4 
cipher code, for the practitioner to use 
in advising an allied druggist how much 
it is safe to charge for medicine. The 
code is like a retail merchant’s ‘‘cosr 
mark,” and has 10 different letters, 
which stand, in their order, for the fig- 
ures 1, 2, 3, 4 5, 6, 7, 8 9, 0& The mystic 
letters are “I LOVE PUNCH.” 

A considerable part of the contents, 
relating to diagnosis of the cases usual- 
ly treated by.concerns of this class, xs 
unprintable under the posta) laws. 

First, a Pleasant Greeting, 


Senda: 

“When. the patient é¢nters the room 
greet him with a pleasant smile and a 
firm handshake. This impresses him 
favorably with the doctor and puts him 
at his ease. A-pleasant gréeting makes 
him feel that you. are his friend. He is 
property impressed from the start. The 
patient is nervous and ill at ease as 
well as self-conscious and the right 
thing to do is to put him at his ease 
by your.manner and in this way take 
his mind off himself so he is recéptive 
and ready to pay attention to what you 
have to say. 

“After the patient is seated, sit up 
in your chair and lean forward slight- 
ly toward the patient so ‘there will 
not be a wide gulf between you. Get 
him in a proper mood to talk confiden- 
tially to you and tell you what is on 
his mind. Look the patient in the face 
and say in a low, sympathetic tone, 
‘What did you come to see me about?’ 
Ask him to tell you how he feels. If 
symptoms do not come to him readily, 
suggest suitable’ ones to him and ask 
him, ‘Do you feel ———,, etc?’ Be sure 
to suggest symptoms that he is likely 
to have so he will be impressed with the 
fact. that you are on the right track. 
By careful questioning find out what he 
thinks his chief trouble is—that is, what 
is troubling him most. Get the key to 
the situation and dwell on that point 
ali through the consultation.’ Ask 
whether he is married ‘or single. If 
single, whether he intends to marry 
soon. 

“Ascertain His Occupation,” 

“Ascertain his occupation by asking 
him if he has to be on his feet much 
while at work. The chances are that 
he will say what his work is. Make a 
mental note of that for future use. You 
now know whether he has a family and 
about what he makes. 

“Then put him on a chair and make 
a very thorough examination.’ Impress 
him in every, ssible. way with its 
thoroughness’ While: examining him 
make brief comments from time to time 
about what you find—do this more as 
though you were talking to yourself 
than to him.” 3 

The instructions then proceed to re«- 
ommend that, in certain cases, the prac- 
titioner hold the patient's attention by 
making sketches with a pencil. ‘This,’ 
it is stated, “has a twofold purpose, It 
first shows the patient that you under- 
stand his condition and as well gives 
him some idea of where the trouble lies, 
but also fixes the attention of the pa- 
tient, and you thereby get him under 
your control. Do not lift your pencil 
or make any upward gesture, or you 
lose control. ~ This is a well-known point 
in hypnotism. — 

“Say to the patient, ‘I have never 
failed in a single case like yours.’ Bo 
very positive. Say ‘I know I can cure 
you,’ not *§ think I can.’ 

“Don’t forget to picture to him whar 
you will do for him. Simply saying you 
will cure him is not enough. Dwell ou 
how sound he will be in whatever re- 
spects he is now lacking. Show him 
there is hope for him and impress him 
with his certainty of being cured by 
you. If he says other doctors couldn't 
cure him, tell him they probably did 
the best they could and that it was like- 
ly because they did not have the proper 
system of treatment. Show that it is be- 
cause of the superiority of your methods 
that you cure when others fail. 

“The patient will likely ask what you 
will charge to cure him. Before reply- 
ing do a little figuring, but don't take

LITTLE FALLS, N. Y., March 30.— 
Jean Gianini, 17 years old, under arrest 
for the murder of Miss Lydia Beecher, 
the young. school teacher who was found 
beaten and stabbed to death in the 
woods near Poland, has confessed his 
guilt, according to District Attorney 
Farrel. ~\ 

Gianini says in the confession, which 
was made’ Saturday and disclosed to- 
day, that he had asked Miss Beecher 
to go with him to see his parents in 
regard to his reinstatement in the Po- 
land High School from which he had 
been expelled at the young» woman’s in- 
stigation. Before their arrival, Miss 
Beecher .became frightened, he said, 
and insisted on returning. Gianini de- 
clares he then hit her with a wrench 
whieh he had concealed in his pocket 
and knocked her down. ‘Then he beat 
her, stabbed her several] times with a 
knife, dragged her body into'the bushes, 
and’ went home to bed. 

The body of the murdered girl was 
taken today by her parents to their 
home in Sennett, where the funeral will 
be held tomorrow. 

Before his departure, her father, .the 
Rev. A.’ W. Beecher, visited Gianini’s 
father to offer him sympathy and con- 
solation. and later visited Gianini him- 
self in his cell. 

“T cannot believe my son is guilty,”’ 
said the elder Gianini, ‘“‘but if he is, .d | 
rather be in your place than mine.” 

.When_ the aged clergyman saw the 
son, ‘he grasped both his hands and 
said: “This is a sad,’ sad affair, young 
man.’’ 

Gianini stood silent and expressionless. 

The’ .evidence against the youth was 
presented to the grand jury‘ this after- 
rro0o0n. 

District. Attorny Farrell and Coroner 
Huyck obtained an affidavit from one 
of the boy’s companions who swore be- 
foré a Justice of the Peace, that Gian- 
ini had requested’ his assistance in the 
murder of the teacher. Later the two 
boys, acterding to the affidavit, were 
to have blown the safe in the Union 
Store at Poland. This boy, Brainerd 
Wilt, 185years old, swore he refused to 
hecome a party to the plot. 

Miss Beecher’s.effort to swerve young 
Gianini from his path of incorrigibil- 
ity may have been the indirect cause 
of her murder, in the opinion of Her- 
kimer County authorities. The young 
fehool - teacher, had for several 
years imbibed.a deeply religious spirit; 
she had planned to quit school teaching 
this’ year and offer herself as a Presby- 
terian. foreign missionary. 

She had become deeply interested in 
the moral. welfare of Gianini, who is of 
French descent, and on many occasions 
she had spoken to the boy about his 
waywardness. It appears that Gian- 
inl tirea. of the teacher's persistence.

Rebs! Chief Wires Chihuahua: of Success and 
Reports His Casualties Are.1000 and Fed- 


Madero Wounded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, March 30.—An 


official telegram from Gen. Villa, re- 


ceived at 8:30 last night, said the rebels 
have captured all of Torreon bux ,the 
Cuartel General and two smaller fortifi- 
cations: He said the rebels took the 
Cerro de la Cruz (Hill of the Cross), on 
which the Federals had a battery of ar- 
tillery. The hill rises abruptly at the 
western outskirts of Torreon. 

This dispatch from the rebel leader 
bimself cleared the situation.which up to 
that time had been in doubt. No dis- 
patches had come through and it waé 
feared that this meant that Villa haa 
met a reverse. But the. dispatch 2x- 
plained that there had been only wire 
interruption. 

A rough estimate of the Federal and 
rebel wounded and dead placed the rebel 
lcsses at 100 dead and wounded, while 
the Federals had suffered double this 
loss, including the three Generals, Pena, 
Anaya and Ocarraza. 

Raoul Madero Wounded. 

Col. Raoul Madero, youngest brother 
of Francisco Madero, is reported to be 
in a critical condition from injuries suf- 
fered when his horse was shot from un- 
der him on the battlefield of Torreon. 
Madero foined Villa against the protests 
of his father and has been Villa's clos- 
est adviser since the battle of Ojinaga. 

In the same official dispatch canie the 
news that Gen. Thomas Unbina, wound- 
ed’ in the ‘fighting. of Saturday, was:in 
the field hospital at Gomez Palacio,- too 
weak to be removed to the — hos- 
pital at Chihuahua. 


Maj. Trinidad Roderiguesz, {t was re- 
ported, had developed blood poisoning in 
his wounded knee and will not be able 
to rejoin his forces. 

. Supt. Ramariz of the railroad, who 
arrived here from . El. Vergel to ‘take 
Carranza te Chihuahua on-a special 
train, said that Gomez Palacio had been 
wiped off the map by’ the bombardment 
and that there was scarcely a store or 
warehouse left standing. He said Her- 
rera and Benevides had lost hundreds 
of their men and that Herrera had 
charged: a machine gun single-banded 
being too deaf to hear the ‘roar of it 
until He was on it. He was uninjured 
and captured the gun. -

The report originated from one of the 
hospitals, after more wounded arrived, 
that Gen. Villa had been wounded 
slightly and forced to retire from the 
front. The report was based merely 
ou the word of a wounded soldier, who, 
however, insisted he had seen Villa 
wounded. He declared that for moral 
effect The news was withheld from the 
rank ofthe rebel army. A German 
military observer, who arrived today 
from the front, said: 

“The Federal army lured us into 
Gomez Palacio, a suburb to the north 
of Torreon, before they opened fire. 
Then they let loose such a hail of rifle 
and machine-gun shot as would have 
completely demoralized an ordinary 
Mexican army. The men fell by the 
score. One cotton bale platform by the 
railroad tracks was so covered with 
dead. -rebels- that a person could not 
walk across it without stepping on «a 
body. : 

“Gen. Villa had*such a large army 
that he felt he could afford to sacrifice 
many men to get a foothold. Almost 
the whole Zaragosa brigad» under Gen 
Aguirrera Benevides thus was wiped 
out, although .I- think Gen. Benevides 
escaped. . 

“Those familiar with the geography of 
Terreon and its vicinity cannot under- 
stand how Gen. Velasco has been able 
ts» withfand the vigorous attack by the 
numerically superior force as long as 
he has, he having been driven, accord- 
ing to report, to the very southern edge 
of the city. 

The only’ solution which presented !t- 
self was that Gen. Velasco and his men 
had succeeded in.holding the roundhouse 
and ‘railroad buildings in spite of the 
artillery fire which Villa might have 
been able to direct against em.

TWO ARMY CHIEFS RETIRE 


Viscount Morley Intimates That 
He Also Will Quit; Action 


1AINDON, March 30,—A series of sen- 
Sations in the House of Commons this 
afternoon in connection with the army 
erisis reached its climax with the an- 
nouncement by Premier Asquith that he 
‘himself would assume the portfolio of 
Secretary of War vacated by Col. Seely 
today. He added that,’ as provided: by 
law, he would retire from the House of 
Commons until his constituents in East 
Fife re-elected him. 

The Premier's absence from Parlia- 
ment will not last longer than two 
wecks. His re-election for the Scottish 
division he has represented ever since ne 
entered Parliament is regateded as a 
foregone conclusion. 

The decision of the Premier was whol- 
ly wunexpected.. It momentarily over- 
shadowed the retirements of Col. Seely, 
Field Marshal French and Adjutamn- 
General Ewarts, which was announced 
at the same time. - 

Morley Expected to Resign. 

Politicians, however, were brough. 
back to the original cause of the minis- 
terial crisis by the admissions of Vis- 
count Morley in the House of Lords, 
which confirmed many of the Unionist 
charges and gave the intimation that 


Viscount Morley himself intended to re- }, 


tire from politics. 
Premier Appears in Parliament.’ 

Col. Seely was charged with having 
added to a Cabinet document two para- 
graphs which aroused such antagonistic 
feciing as tu threaten even the existence 
of the Cabinet itself. He tendered his 
resignation several days ago, but unti} 
the Premier made the statement in the 
Hiouse of Commons today no officiai 
announcement of its acceptance had been 
made.

The two paragraphs which caused the 
cr.sis were those: giving. guarantees ‘o 
Brigadier-General Hubert Gough and 
contained the followings: 

“The Government must retain its right 
to use all the ferees of the Crown in 
dreland or elsewhere to maintain order 
and support the civil power in the ord!- 
nary execution of their duty, but it has 
no intention whatever of taking advan- 
tage of this right in order to’ crush 
political opposition to the policy or the 
principles of the home rule bill.” 

The later repudiation of these guar- 
antees by the Cabinet was taken as a 
Sebuff by Field. Marshal’ Sir John 
French, virtual commander-in-chief 2f 
the army, and by Sir John Ewart, the 
Adiutant-General to the forces. 

The two Generals immediately resigned, 
and all efforts made by the King, the 
Premier and the*other Ministers fail-.1 
to induce them to change their minds 
Their resignations were maue definit> 
today. 

Premier Retires From Commons. 

Premier Asquith’s further announce- 
ment that he himself would take up the 
portfolio of Secretary for War came in 
the nature of a surprise. Having an- 
nounced his intention to take up the of- 
fice, he declared he would retire from 
the House of Commons, ‘in accordance 
with the law, ‘until it pleases my con- 
stituents to sanction my return.” 

King Approves of Action. 

Premier Asquith added that Sir John 
French and Sir John Ewart Nad asked 
him to say they were in entire accord 
‘vith the statement he had made to the 
House of Commons on Friday. 

In announcing that King George hai 
sicnified his approval of his assump- 
tion of the war portfolio, Premier As- 
quith concluded: 

“Tt have taken the law to the highest 
legal authorities to obtain their opinion 
and all the lawyers are agreed that =! 
Must resign from the’ House of Com- 
mons. I therefore, in accordance with 
the law, retire from the House until my 
constituents shall have given their ap- 
proval of my acceptance of this office.’ 
In a brief personal statement, Col. 

eely told the House there was. no dif- 


ference between himself and his. col- 
es in the Cabinet on any point uf 


Wpolicy or principle. He said he had 


pressed his resignation because there ap-- 


peared, although such was not his in- 
— tention, to have ‘been a bargaih with the 
army officers regarding the service they 
should render to the Crown.

‘aif he has the money and could pay 

the fee, he may ask what assurance h¢ 
has that you will cure him. Tell’ him 
vou will give a legal, written guarantee 
to cure him sound and well or it wi! 
not cost him one cent. Tell him the 
guarantee is backed by thousands of 
dollars on deposit. That you have been 
here for years and are here permanent- 
ly. You are not like some physicians, 
gere one vear and away the next.” 
* The practitioner then is cautioned to 
“ead something that would prevent the 
patient showing up the guarantee pub- 
licly.”’ The lesson continues: 

“If the patient says he hasn’t enough 
money to pay your fee, ask quietly, 
‘How’ much have: you with you?’ Get 
what he has and give him a receipt card. 
Then say, ‘what bank do you do busi- 
‘ness with” Take for granted he has a 
bank.account. He will be more likely to 
admit it if he’ has, if you handle him 
that way. 

“If he says he has no bank account, 
look surprised and ask him how mucn 
money he has at home, If he has non=, 
sk him how much he can borrow froin 
his friends or raise in some way—that 
this price you have given him is yeur 
cash price and that if he is going to pay 
it in installments you will have to 
charge him an additional $10 and that it 
is to his interest to save that $10 by 
making an éffort to raise the money 
If*he has been deceiving vow a2 to his 
ability to get the balance of the money, 
this may bring him to time and make 
him see it will save him $10 to ra!se the 
money. 

“Urge Patient to Borrow.” 

“If he has.a bank account get a check 

for the balance, if possible. and if not. 


ance of the money just as soon as possi- 
ble. ‘Don't let him bring it in a week, 
or the next time he comes. He will have 
had time to try the medicine for a week 
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then and unless decidedly better he may 
change his mind and try someone else. 
Close him up right away. Don’t iet him 
wait if it can be prevented. If he says 
ke will not have any more money until 
payday then ask him to see if he cannot 
borrow it and take advantage of the dis- 
count for cash.

‘Then when you have closed this part 
of the business, write out his prescrip- 
tion leisurely so as to impress him with

the time, and when. you hand him the 
prescription say to him, ‘Get this filled 
ty the European Drug Co., on the next 
floor above.’ 

“The patient likely will ask what the 
medicine is going to cost. Make light af 
this and say, ‘It will not cost you’ much 
for. the reason that the manager of this 
drug company furnishes medicines for 
ull of my patients he is able to give you 
each and every one the benefit of a verv 
reasonable price.’ Say vou do not know 
exactly, but you should judge about 
$1.50 a week, or a little over. Do not 
use figures when setting prices on the 
prescription, but use the letters: 

“IT LOVE PUNCH, 

1} 2345 67890. 

Ciherwise you practically admit that you 
ire in league with the drug room, which 
spoils what you have said.” 

Further directions aye given as to 
firmness in this matter of medicine. 

“Look the patient squarely in the 
face,’’ the practitioner is told, “just 
as you did when talking about your own 
fee.’’ It also is suggested that the cost 
of medicine be referred to lightly as 
“a few cents a day.’’ The practitioner 
is told, ‘‘Have this line of talk at your 
tongue’s end, so as to be able to apply 
it readily, as each case comes up. It 
is seldom .necessary,” the writer adds, 
“to gay all this to one man.”’

Twenty-Four Companies Will 
Abide by Ruling on Request 
for Modification. 


EARLY DECISION LIKELY 


Three Concerns Make $11,000 
Payment on Fines as Evidence 
of Good Faith. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 30.—Attor- 
neys for the 24 lumber companies ousted 
and fined $436,000 by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, have filed assurances with 
the court that no appeal will be taken 
from the final ruling here on motions 
for reductions of fines and modification 
of the ouster judgment. 

Eleven big companies were fined ap- 
proximately $375,000 and ordered ouste” 
absolutely. Thirteen were fined $61,000 
and the ouster was suspended :on .the 
condition that they pay their fines. Ail 
companies have asked the court either 
to reduce their fines or suspend the ous- 
ter judgment, or both. These motions 
are pending. 

John H. Lucas of Kansas City mailed 
checks for $11,000 to J. D. Allen, clerk 
of the Supreme Court, today, in part 
payment of the fines imposed against 
the “Central Coal and Coke Co., the 
Missouri Lumber and Mining Co. ani 
the Missouri Lumber and Land Ex- 
change Co. The first two mentioned 
were fined $50,000 each and the third was 
fined $5000. “For the first two he sent 
$5000 each, and for the last $1000. He 
said in a letter to the clerk these par 
tial payments were made, not for the 
purpose, of intimating how much the 
court should reduce the fines, but as an 
assurance that the companies would got 
litigate further. 

Arthur N. Sager of St. Louis, wh» 
was here, filed a similar notice with the 
clerk, but left no money. 

Notice has been filed that the Alf 
Bennett company is bankrupt and that 
the Dixie Lumber Co. has gone out olf 
business. The W. R. Pickering Lumber 
Co., a small foreign concern now out of 
business, paid its fine of’ $1000 several 
weeks ago.

NEW YORK, March 30.—Through a | 
Yecree signed by Justice Weeks, John ; : $ 
Nicholas Brown, 14, known for years as 
“the richest boy in the world,” will add 
another $10,000,000 to his fortune. This 
“fll make him the possessor of $22,000,000. 
The latest legacy comes from the estate 
of the textile manufacturer, John Carter 
Brown, the boy’s grandfather, who died 
26 years before the child was born. »° 

Under the provisions of his will, John 
Carter Brown left his $25,000,000 estate 
in trust until the death of his widow, 
who was granted authority to dispose of 
the property in her will. Mrs. Brown 
died in 1909, leaving $20,000,000 to be 
divided between her daughter, Mrs. 
William Watts Sherman of Fifth avenue, 

_ and her grandson, John Nicholas Brown. 

Baby Inherits $4,000,000. 

Ex-Judge Charlies F. Brown was 
named as referee to pass upon the 
validity of the will in New York State. 
His report, it was learned, has been 
ccnfirmed by Justice Weeks. -Most of 
the estate is situated in Rhode Island, 
and Judge Brown was asked to deter- 
mine the validity of the will before a 
trust fund could be administered. He 
decided that the trust fund had not 
alienated property longer than _per- 
mitted under the New York State law. 

When John Nicholas Brown was three 
months old his father, John Nicholas 
Brown, died and left the infant $4,- 
000,000. On his second birthday the 
child’s fortune had increased to $5,182,- 
000. At the age of four his wealth had 
grown to $6,745,000, and two years later 
it was estimated at $10,999,000. He in- 
herited the bulk of the fortune of his 
uncle, Harold Brown, and a large sum 
from the personal holdings of his grand- 
mother, Mrs. John*Carter Brown.

NEW YORK, March 30.—Champ Clark 
addressed the Bedford branch of the Y. 
M. C. A. in Brooklyn Sunday afternoon, 
telling his audience what he thought the 
Monroe Doctrine meant. When asked by 
reporters to talk of the canal tolls fight | 
in Congress the Speaker said: “I did} | 
not come to New York to discuss that] 'f} 
question. There has been. too darned 
much talk about it already.”’ 
Speaker Clark’s lecture was advertised 
as “The Views of an Optimist.” He an- 
nounced his own title for the lecture as 
“The United States in the Twentieth 
Century.” ‘ 
He was introduced by*Frederick J. 
Warburton as the man_who, but for “aa 
undemocratic rule adopted by a Demo- 
cratic convention, would have been nom- 
inated for President in 1912, and who, in 
all probability, would have been sent to 
the White House and the man who pos- 
sibly may be its next occupant.”’ 

10,000 of Presidential Caliber. 
“If the President, the members of his}, 
Cabinet and everyone constitutionally in 
line for the position were to die at one 
time the affairs of the country would 
not be disturbed,’’ Speaker Clark said. 
“There are 10,000 men in America whe 
would make good Presidents—if they 
could only get. votes enough. It 
doesn’t take much sense to be a Presi- 
dent. 
‘The President of the United States 
has a Cabinet of 10 men, all supposed 
to be great men, to advise him; a Con- 
gressman has nobody but himself. It 
the Presider.t, and his Cabinet, and the 
members of both houses of Congress, 
including me. should die unexpectedly 
tonight, inside of one month the country 
would have another entirely new Set 
and quite as good as we are. 
‘We live in an exceptional age. Our 
entire being seems like a special effort 
of divine Proyidence in favor of the 
human race. Don’t pay any attention 
to the wild and unprincipled statements 
of the muckrakers. That kind of busi- 
ness has come to such @ pass that now 
if anyone has someone to abuse in pub- 
lic Jife he can get into the newspapers 
without limit. 

Intends to Inform the Public. 
“TIT have made up my mind that some 
man who can get thé public ear ought 
to tell the truth about public affairs and 
public men, and I am going to do it. 
‘In the year 1800, we had about 6,- 
000,000 people in ‘this country; at the 
last census we had more than 90,000,000 
—not counting the inhabitants of Ha- 
wali, Guam and the Philippines. 
“And right here I want to say that 
I hope to heaven the natives of Guam 
and the Philippines may never become 
American citizens. They are not fit to 
become American citizens, and I believe 
you will find it written somewhere that 
it is impossible to make a silk purse out 
of a sow’s ear. 
“In the last 100- years the per capita 
of wealth of this country has increased 
135-fold. The great industrial corpora- 
tions are indulging in profit-sharing 
schemes, which put to shame the pen- 
sion provision made by this Govern- 
ment for those who risked their lives 
and property in the Civil War. 
“At the rate it is now growing, the 
wealth of this country in the year 2020 
will amount to $13,500,000,000,000, which is 
more money than now exists on the face 
of the earth.

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DULL MELODRAMA 
STUPIDLY SHAPED 


It Destroys in Advance All Its 
Possibilities of Surprise and 
Suspended Interest. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

HE dictograph and the Roneophone 
T cannot of themselves make a good 

detective melodrama, and they re- 
ceive very little help to this end from 
Harriet Ford, Harvey J. O’Higgins and 
“Sleuth’’ William J. Burns, authors of 
“The Argyle Case,'’ which began its en- 
gagement at the Olympic Theater on 
Sunday evening. 

The trouble seems to be that the three 
makers of the play were so intent 
upon shaping it into a convincing dem- 
onstration of the merits of these 
mechanical aids in the ferreting out of 
crime that they forgot the much more 
important duty of shaping it inte ef- 
fective drama. 

The result is that, by the time the 
value of ‘the dictograph and the Roneo- 
phone has been impressed upon an au- 
dience’s mind, tt then is time te go home 
and the play’s story has been told ut- 
terly without the element of surprise or 
even the least touch of uncertainty as to 
what was coming in the line of melo- 
dramatic incident. | 

Laboriously do Asche Kayton and his 
assistant detectives elucidate the work- 
ings pf the eavesdropping, voice-record- 
ing and voice-reproducing machines men- 
tioned. Asche Kayton himself, the star 
role of Robert Hiltard’s playing, tells 
us precisely what he is going to do witn 
the aid of these devices—and then he 
goes ahead and does it precisely as he 
has told us he was going to do it. It's 
a “sure-fire” demonstration. But it is 
woefully undramatic, as much -s0 as 
would be the long-heralded drawing o? 
bucket of water from a well by turn- 
ing a windlass. 

There isn’t a sudden “thrill” in the 
play. There isn’t one swiftly developed 
situation of unforeseen tenor. The audi- 
ence is never impressed with any con- 
viction of Asche Kayton’s: quick re- 
sourcefulness in a battle of wits with his 
criminal antagonists. One entire act is 
given up to a visual exhibition of th- 
dictograph and the Roneophone in use— 
as stupidly conceived an act as has ever 


.ffound its way into a detective-drama. 


And there is no “‘mystery’’ attaching to 
the crime that constitutes the “Argyle 
case’’—the audience knows, from the 
first act onward, that Lawyer Hurlev 
ultimately. will prove to be old Argyle’s 
murderer. Asche Kayton practically tells 
us so. 

When, therefore, tn the last act, the 
Roneophone reproduces the voice of 
Hurley as the audience had seen it re- 
cording that voice in the preceding act— 
and with voluble explanations in ad- 
vance—there isn’t a quickening of the 
pulse by as much as one accelerated 
heart-beat: All possibility of surprise 
has been ruthlessly eliminated. There 
is not even any surprise in the coldness

WINS LONG FEUD 
Wilt! FISHERMAN 


Oid Man Died Refusing to Give 
Up Property: to Game Pre- 
serve, Son Sells. - 


MALONE, N. Y., March 90.—Word was 
received here today that the celebrated 
Rockefeller-Lamora feud has been end- 
ed by the action of William Lamora in 
Selling the cabin and grounds left to him 


by his father, the fisherman and trap- 


per, who steadfastly refused to surren- 
der his property to make up a portion 
of William Rockefeller’s vast Adiron- 
dacks game preserve. The old man’s 


dying declaration was that Rockefeller 
would never get the property. 

In 1902 William Rockefeller set out to 
acquire his Adirondack game preserve. 
He bought 8,000 acres around the town 
of Brandon. Oltver Lamora’s cabin and 
clearing were in the way, and he re- 
fused all offers from Rockefeller for the 
property. The old trapper refused to 
obey the signs that.Rockefeller caused 
to be nailed to trees forbidding anyone 
to trespass on the property, to fish in 
the streams and even prohibiting the 
children from picking berries. 

Old Settlers Indignant. 

Three thousand of these signs were 
posted and Rockefeller had so entirely 
bought up the village of Brandon that 
one could not go to church nor the chil- 
dren to school without committing a 
technical trespass. The old settlers were 
indignant. 

Rockefeller had purchased five miles 
of property on both sides of the St. Regis 
River, famous for its magnificent trout. 
, Oliver Lamora was a rugged old man 
of French-Canadian descent, and he 
looked upon Rockefeller’s advent in the 
country as a rank invasion. Except for 
time served in the Civil War, Lamora 
had lived along the lakes and rivers of 
this section his whole life. He had made 


Ahis living from the trout streams and 


woods. He went on shaking his fist in 

the faces of the Rockefeller keepers and 

pulling trout out of the St. Regis. 
Beats Oi] Man in Court. 

Rockefeller had Lamora arrested on 
charges of trespassing, but twice he 
beat Rockefeller in the courts by show-| 
ing that the fish in the Rockefeller 
streams were supplied by the State 
hatchery and that the Park law of 1910 
forbade the setting aside of such waters 
as part of any private estate. 

On the third occasion, when Rockefel- 
ler got Lamora in the courts, it was in a 
civil suit for damages. The old inhabi- 
tant was charged with trespassing and

the unlawful taking of 36 trout. Finally 


in the Appellate Court Rockefeller got 
18 cents damages. But $800 in costs was 
chalked against old Lamora. His friends 
clubbed together to raise the sum. 

In the remainder of the’old man’s life 
the Rockefeller agents recognized as 
useless any attempt to get him to seli. 
After he died his son, to whom the prop- 
erty fell, assumed the same attitude as 
his father toward offers of purchase 
from the Standard Ol! man. 

But the constant dropping of oil may 
wear a stone, and the younger Lamora 
has succumbed at last.

SET QUT THIS WEEK 
ON SEVEN STREETS 


This Is Result of Campaign 
Financed by Member of the 
Civic League. 


TEN-DAY LIMIT IS URGED 


Live if Planted After 
That Time. 


Seven hundred trees will be plantd 
this week by residents on seven St. 
Louis streets as a result of a short cam- 
paign conducted by the Tree Planting 
Committee of the Civic League, and 
financed by a public-spirited member of 
the league. The streets are Lindell, 
South Grand, North Grand, Russell, 
Page, Florissant, Jefferson and Kansas 

The committee yesterday issued an 
appeal urging St. Louisans to do their 
tree planting within the next 10 days. 
After that the league says the trees 
which may be grown here with best re- 
sults cannot be safely replanted with- 
‘out danger of dying. 

- Forester Can’t Plant Trees. 

St. Louis was one of the leaders in 
the: enactment of a forestry law, tak- 
ing the care of street trees out of un- 
trained hands and placing if under a 
municipal officer. The City Forester 
cares for all trees only after they are 
planted. He has no power to plant 
them. That function is for citizens 
alone. 

All persons who desire to do tree 
planting are required to get a permit 
without charge from the City Forester’s 
office. Nurserymen who plant trees 
will get the permits for the residents. 
The City Forester has a complete list 
of reliable nurserymen and will furnish 
copies to all applicants. 

The Civic League’s bulletin rec- 
ommends varieties of trees best suit- 
ed for St. Louis’ streets, as follows: 

The silver maple, a hardy rapid- 
growing tree of large size. The suga. 
maple, a slower-growing tree, als» 
does well and makes a fine appear- 
ance. For hardiness, for ability to live 
under the most discouraging condi- 
tions, the sycamore is the best tree, 
despite its untidy shedding of leaves. 
The Carolina poplar is also desirable, 
but it is short-lived and easily brv- 
ken by the wind. The white elm is 
unsurpassed for beauty, and makes 
fairly rapid growth, but is adapte. 
only to districts in which there is 


a tall, slender and hardy tree, well 
adapted to narrow streets, If one is 
disposed to plant for the distant fu 
ture on his property, there are many 
fine trees to choose from—notably 
the Norway maple, the pin-oak, the 
sweet gum, the tulip tree and the 
Southern magnolia. These trees can 
be obtained from virtually any nur- 
seryman. 

Directions to Be Followed. 
When the trees are ready for plant- 

ing, the Planting Committee cautions 
residents to follow these directions: 

Be sure the roots do not get 
dried up before planting. Keep 
them moist. 

Dig a hole big enough to get 
in all the roots without bending 
or crowding. 

Don’t make the hole so deep 
that any of the bark of the tree 
is ‘below the ground-level. 

Pack the soil tight after plant- 
ing, and water thoroughly. 

Cut off broken or injured 
branches, making the cut as 
close back to the branch or trunk 
as possible, so as not to leave 
stumps sticking out. 

After planting, put a fertilizer 
mixed with straw around the 
base of the tree to a depth of 
three or four inches. 

The committee urges the planting 
of a uniform species the full length 
of an avenue to obtain the most at- 
tractive effect and suggests that 
residents along a given street meet 
and agree on one kind of tree to he 
planted the full length of the street 
before the individual work {s started.

HATS WILL MAKE WOMEN 
BALD, DOCTOR PREDICTS 


Present Styles of Headgear Stop 
Circulation Causing Hair to 


Fall Out, He Says. 

WICHITA, Kan., March 30.—An audl- 
ence of clubwomen heard with alarm the 
address of Dr. J. W. Schultz, a physician 
of this city, who told them that if they 
kept up the present styles in headgear— 
tight-fitting hats and head bands—there 
soon would be an epidemic of baldness 
among women. 

The physician said he had madd a 
special study of the modern styles of 
women’s body and head gear and that 
they were similar to those of the ancient 
Egyptians. 

“And you know what happened to the 
women of Egypt. .They got bald,” he 
said. “It’s a good thing they invented 
‘wigs along with the new styles in hats. 
Many of those who adopt the tight hat 
will find that after the hat craze has 
passed they will still need wigs. Any 
band around the forehead and lower 
part of the head stops circulation and 
that causes the hair to die invariably.”

Only Men Had Been So Far 
Chosen to Represent Out- 
side Cities. 


WILL RIDE HORSE IN LINE 


Fifty Thousand Buttons Being 
Made to Be Worn as 
Boost ‘to Event. 


Mrs. L. Marmaduke Eskridge, a native 
of Missouri, has been named by the 
Mayor of San'Francisco as that city’s 


envoy to the Pageant and Masque of’ 


St. Louis, and to the civic conference 
which is planned to. be held on the 


mornings of the Pageant days, May 
28-31. 

The Pageant authorities are wonder- 
ing whether Mrs. Eskridge can ride a 
horse. The invitations, sent by Mayor 
Kiel to the Mayors of the prinéipal 
cities of the United States and Canada, 
asked for the appointment of an envoy 
who could represent the city, mounted, 
and in costume, in the final scene of 
the Masque. In this scene the cities 
are represented as gathering around 
Saint Louis, and joining with him in 
the war on the enemies of municipal 
progress. 

Other Cities Name Envoys. 

The other envoys appointed thus far 
have been men. Henry Bruere was 
named by Mayor Mitchel to represent 
New York, and Mayor Blankenburg of 
Philadelphia has written proposing to 
send an envoy costumed to represent 
William Penn. The Mayor of Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, has written that the City 
Council has asked him to act as the 
envoy. The: principal. Southern cities 
have ‘also made prompt responses, 
Birmingham and Jacksonville having 
been the first and second to name en- 
voys. 

Mrs. Eskridge is recording secretary 
of the Missouri-California Society and 
is a member of the Women’s Board of 
the Panama-Pacffic International Expo- 
sition. She took a prominent part in 
éntertaining the Missouri! Commission- 
ers to the Exposition on their visit to 
San Francisco last January. 

Will Distribute Buttons. ° 
William Meriwether Lewis of 4577 West 
Belle terrace, a lineal descendant of one 
of the chiefs of the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition, has joined the Pageant cast, 
and probably will be assigned to fill 
the role of his distinguished ancestor. 
He is a salesman. 

A button campaign is to. be carried 
cn by the Pageant management,. begin- 
ning this week. Fifty thousand or more 
buttons, bearing the flag of the Pageant 
and Masque, will be placed on sale for 
whatever the buyer wishes to give. It 
is expected a large number of the but- 
tons will be sold to school children, at 
a penny or a nickel apiece, and the 
button campaign is designed not so 
rauch to raise money as to arouse in- 
terest. Each button worn will show that 
the owner has contributed to the 
Pageant.

20-Lesson Courses in Two Lan. 
guages Prepare Invaders for 
South American Conquest. 


SPEECH IS MEMORIZED 
Representatives of Business Men 
Study Spanish and Portuguese; 
Have Special Menus Printed. 


Loaded down with vest pocket dic- 
tionaries and short courses in Spanish 
and Portuguese, and steamer trunks 
filled with phonographic records of for- 
eign languages, six representatives of 
the Business Men’s League will depart 
Tuesday on a three months’ trade con- 
quest of South America. 

The party will sail’ from New York 
April 4. While leaving St. Louis at the 
very beginning of springtime the party 
will arrive in South America late in 
the fall—because ihe South American 
seasons are just the reverse of the 
North American. They will depart from 
South America, on the return, in mid- 
winter and arrive home in midsummer. 

Descriptions of St. Louis in Spanish 
and’ Portuguese have been printed and 
sent broadcast throughout Brazil, the 
Argentine Republic, Chile and the other 
Latin-American countries. The St. 
Louisans have had greut difficulty in 
memorizing these descriptions, so that 
they could rattle them off.to the South 
Americans, 

Simllarity of Languages. 

The Spanish language, which is spo- 
ken in all the South American countries 
except Brazil, where Portuguese is 
spoken, is very similar to the Portu- 
guese in many respects, but with enough 
difference to make it impossible for the 
novice in one language to make himself 
understood in the other. An idea of the 
difficulty confronting travelers will be 
shown by the opening paragraph of the 
description of St. Louis. Here it is in 
Portuguese: 

‘St. Louis, a quarta cidade dos Es- 
tados Unidos da America do Norte, 
tanto’'em cOmmercio como em populacio. 
esta com os seus suburbios situada entra 
trez rios; o grand Mississippi, o vaga- 
roso Missouri e 6 caudaloso Meramec.”’ 

Here is the same thing in Spanish:: St. 
la cuarta cludad de los Estados 
Unidos de Norte America, en cuanto a 
poblacion y commercio, esta rodeada, 
con sus suburbios, por tres rios, el ancho 
Mississippi, el sombrio Missouri y el 
impetuoso Meramec.”’ 

All of which, in plain English, means 
that St. Louis, the fourth city, with 
its suburbs, is inclosed between the three 
rivers, the wide Mississippi, the sullen 
Missouri and the rapid Meramec. There 
are 14 pages of the description in each 
language. 

Porsonnel of the Party. 

The members of tne party are J. M. 
Sloan, representing the boot and shoe 
industries of St. Louis; Charles E. 
Sharpe, electrical interests; E. P. Lamp- 
kin, Foreign Trade Bureau of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League; Allen W. Clark, 
paint, oil and drugs; Gearge T. Parker, 
furniture, and W. F. Saunders, repre- 
senting all the allied interests of the 
Business Men’s League. 

‘*“‘We are going to be 21 days on the 
steamer between New York and Rio de 
Janeiro,’’ Saunders said Monday. ‘‘That 
will give us ample time to put the fin- 
ishing touches on our 20-lesson courses 
in Spanish and Portugese. In fact, I 
am already able to order a breakfast 
of mineral water, poached eggs, farin 
Sausage and three pots of coffee in eith- 
er Spanish or Portuguese. I am not 
saying what I could do in French, if 
necessary, and I have jusf learned, wich 
much pleasure that the Brazilians u!l 
speak French fluently. I am pretty sure 
we are going to get enough to eat, be- 
cause I have taken the precaution to 
| have bills of fare prepared in Portu- 
guese, Spanish and English, and by re- 
ferring to these cards in emergencies, we 
ought to be able always to order soup 
first and pie in its regular order.”’ 

After touring Brazil the party will go 
to the Argentine, and then cross the 
Andes to Chile. The party will return 


jalong the west coast, stopping at all the 


important cities, and will pass through 
the Panama’ Canal.on the way home.

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_A CHARTER FOR ACTION. 

Upon the printed record of their work to date, 
and with the completion of the draft of the pro- 
posed new city charter in close view, it is ap- 
parent the Freeholders have drawn for St. Louis’ 
approval a charter distinguished from that one 
now in use by its grant of larger affirmative 
powers, and its necessary concentration of the 
power-to-act in the hands of an Executive Com- 
mittee of the three chief elective officers of the 
city. 

It is a charter for action, as contrasted with 
the old charter, in which chief stress was laid 
upon checks and balances, those negations which, 
as St. Louisans are only too painfully aware, 
enable any branch of the government, as at 
present constituted, stubbornly to prevent the 
orderly execution of a progressively constructive 
policy. 

The powers of negation in the new duistnd are 
lodged not in the hands of “checking and balanc- 
ing’ elective departments, but in those of the 
people, through the perfected machinery for 
the initiative, referendum and recall. This seems 
to us a more logical arrangement. The people 
elect representatives to manage their community 
business. They clothe these representatives with 
authority to collect taxes and appropriate public 
funds for public services and safeguards. If, 
under the new charter, their representatives shall 
fail or refuse to do efficiently and honestly the 
duties entrusted to them, it will be easily within 
the power of the people either by the referendum 
to defeat harmful action proposed by their gov- 
ernment, or by the initiative to accomplish tasks 
which the government may fail or refuse to 
perform, or by the recall to dismiss from office 
any elective officer whose disability or miscon- 
duct may require such action. 

Retention of the ward basis in selecting mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen should satisfy the

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MAREETING BY PAROEL POST. 
_The dairy department of the Oklahoma State 
Agricultural College is showing the farmers and 
consumers of that State how to save a good part 
of the 46 per cent of profit which economists have 
figured goes to the middleman in marketing food- 


-stuffs. 


The farmers around Stillwater, Ok., where the 
State Agricultural College is situated, send their 
cream to the college dairy. There it is worked 
into butter by the students, and sent out in two 
and four pound containers. Every shipment is 
insured through the Postoffice Department, thus 
meeting one of the new features inaugurated by: 
the express companies on small shipments. The 
butter is of a high grade, reaches the consumer 
in good condition, and while returning a better 
profit to the farmers, is sold to the consumer at 
a lower rate than he can purchase butter through 
other channels. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch, which contained this 
information, also had a dispatch showing that the 
farmers of Mississippi, along the lines of the Mo- 
bile & Ohio Railroad, are sending 500,000,000 
pounds of cotton seed annually to Denmark, for 
which they receive butter, produced by Danish 
cows fed with this cotton seed, and for which 
they have to pay $250,000 annually. Such a sys- 
tem of exchange appears wasteful in the extreme. 
Mississippi has more Jersey cows than any other 
Southern state, but has not yet learned to make 
its own butter. Perhaps the Oklahoma experi- 
ence may give the farmers of that State a les- 
son in economy. It is also an excellent sugges- 
tion for Missonri dairy experts and farmers. 
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VIRGINIA’S REVENUE-PRODUOING ART.

Only orders for replicas from states, municipal- 
ities and public institutions will be recognized and 
each must pay a royalty of $500 to Virginia. Thus 
a treasure of unique historic vaiue as well as high 
artistic merit becomes a state asset in a very real 
sense—an income-producing asset from which no 
small returns may be expected. Virginia may re- 
ceive in the next few years a revenue from it that 
will effect more than a negligible reduction in the 
State tax levy. Or, after such a demonstration 
that works of art are a good investment, it may 
place the money ir. a epecial fund to be devoted 
to further investments of the sort. 

The Houdon sculpture is worthy of being widely 
duplicated. The great Frenchman made 200 por- 
trait busts or statues of contemporaries, incluiing 
those of Gluck, Buffon, Mirabeau, Rousseau, Vol- 
taire, Franklin and Napoleon and Josephine. Of 
his image of St. Bruno, founder of the austere 
Carthusians, the Pope made the famous remark 
that it would speak but for the rules of his order 
that imposed silence.

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A TEST OF LOBBY POWER. 

Shall the city be put to the expense of two. 
elections for the bridge bond issue? 4 

The question must be settled within three 
weeks. It rests wholly with the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

More than 50,000 voters have signed the initia- 
tive petitions for the submission of the bonds 
for the building of the city’s approach. One- 
third of the voters—20,000 more than the legal 
requirement—have petitioned for the bond elec- 
tion. 

This enormous list of signatures obtained with- 
in two weeks is overwhelming proof of the de- 
sire of voters for the submission of the bonds. 
It foreshadows an overwhelming vote for the 
completion of the bridge. 

Nothing can stop the initiative movement now. 
It will go on irresistibly to the conclusion. The 
question of holding two elections is merely a 
question of making the city pay about $60,000 
more than is necessary to settle the bond issue. 

No matter what may be the opinion of any 
member of the Municipal Assembly with regard 
to the bridge approach there can be but one opin- 
ion on the part of a faithful public servant with 
regard to the question of forcing the city to un- 
necessary expense for the bond election. The 
city should be saved unnecessary expense. The 
bond issue should be submitted as economically 
acd promptly as possible. 

The people want to. vote on the bonds. They 
have determined that a bond election shall be 
held. Nothing but extreme folly would induce 
a public servant to obstruct this determination 
or to make its execution costly to the city. 
The Council should pass the bond submission 
bill and send it to the House of Delegates without 
delay. Let the question of mulcting the city for 
$60,000 be put to the House. It is incredible that 
a majority of that body can be induced by the 
lobby to defy the popular will and wantonly force 
the expenditure of $60,000 to carry out that will. 
The vote will test the power of Combine Boss 
McCarthy to force his followers beyond the limit 
of disgraceful subservience. 
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The total cost of all the investigations con- 
ducted by Congress in the last four years is only 
$163,000. The information which the lobby in- 
quiry alone supplied the people on how their 
business is run was worth many times that sum. 
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A MODERN ACHILLES. 

Champ Clark’s familiarity with the classics 
doubtless acquaints him with what happened 
to the Greeks during the long, lean years of 
defeat when Achilles sulked in his tent, because 
he thought he had been cheated out of their 
spoils of conquest.

that organs of these sympathizers, in London and 
elsewhere, are threatening that, if armed force 
fs used in Ulster, Ireland will not have a monop- 
oly of it. 

This “covenant,” which is being signed by men 
whose numbers and identity, says The People, 
will come as a revelation, is vague as to its 
terms. Its promoters are boasting of the high po- 
sition of its signers.

POST DISPATCH 
LEAGUE TO USE 
PARK DIAMONDS 


Playgrounds Commissioner 
Abeken Has 23 Baseball Fields 
for School Teams. 


Twenty-three baseball diamonds in 
the public parks will be available for 
the Post-Dispatch Public School 
Baseball League teams, which are 
scheduled to open the 1914 season 
April 11. Permission to use the 
grounds has been obtained from 
Rodowe Abeken, general director of 
the playgrounds in the public parks. 


Abeken says there are 12 baseball 
fields in Forest Park, five in Fair- 
ground, four in O'Fallon and two in 
Carondelet Park. Captains and man- 
agers of teams need only to apply to 
the Park Department employe in 
charge of the grounds for permission 
to play on them. 

Thirty-eight teams have already en- 
tered the league with prospects of more 
coming in. 

In most cases games will be sched- 
uled on grounds near one of the con- 
testing schools. When neither of the 
two schools scheduled to play has.an 
acceptable grounds, the teams will 
be asked to play on a diamond in one 
of the public parks. These schedules 
will be printed in the Post-Dispatch 
from time to time. 


Not Too Late to Enter. 


The time for entering teams is 
drawing to a close, but it is not too 
late for teams not already in the 
league to obtain membership. As 
stated in the rules published in Sun, 
day’s Post-Dispatch, any public school 
is eligible to membership and any 
pupil whe has been an attendant at 
a public school for 10 weeks prior to 
April 11 is eligible to play with a 
team.
